Art ef ipriting Fable after v£fop J 3 Manner, * 
The Author here gives us, not only, a ju- 
dicious Epitome of the Hiftory of the prin- 
cipal Mythologies y but alio his own Senti- 
ments of the Manner they took to chalk out, 
as it were, the Out -lints, and then to finifl* 
the Wlon of their Fables. He not only men- 
tions the Greet' and Latin Writers of thar 
kind, but alio the Moderns, from the Frentlr 
even to the Indians ; and whilft he is thus* 
talking of v&fop and € Ihedrtu i of Fontaine 
and 'PUpayy he never invidioufly takesaway 
from their good Qualities, but gently re- 
prehends the Errors they have fallen into.* 
However, he ftates the Rules by which they 
fuccefsfully went, and always keeps dole to 
them hiralelfj where they are confident with . 
the Beauty of his Matter \ but judicioufly 
takes leave, to depart from them, where, if'

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too ffrriflly obfer ved, they would weaken arid 
ftraiten his Senfe : Preferring always (as a 
good Wrker ought) fine mi f (Aid Sentiments, 
before the arbitrary Keftri&ion imfofei by Rules. 
The End of Fable is to inftruft agreeably ; 
and what imports it, which Way a Man takes, 
provided that Way brings him to that End ? 

Whether a Man follows the Simplicity of 
*£/#p, deftitute of all kind of Ornaments 
whatlbever, or, whether running into the 
Tafte ofLaFewtaine ; he employs all the Force 
of that kind of Pleafantry and Drollery, 
wlxich feldom riles above the Stile of free 
end eafy Conversion ; or whether he mo- 
ralizes in a Manner more refined, and inter- 
weaves with the Fable the Beauties and the 
Charms of Poefy, 'tis all one and the fame 
Thing, provided he baa the Felicity tot hit 
the Mark he aims at, he has fufficiently gained:

C what 
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what it pleafes to have aSed and fpo- 
ken for itsDefign; and may even make 
A&ors on Neceflity, that is, make 
Pedbp-s of every Thing it imagines. 

According to this Notion, or Idea 
of Ififtru&ion difguifed under the Al- 
legory of an A&ion, Fable ought to 
pleafe in all Times and Countries, a$ 
in effeft it really has ; for which there 
are. Two natural Reafons^ i. Self 
JLove i$ managed by Inftru&ion ; 
(this Reafon regards at leaft thole 
Fables which are addreffed to particu- 
lar Perfons:) And, adty. The Mind 
is exercifed and employed., by Allego- 
ry : This Reafonis abfolotcly general. 
A Treat ife could not better be recom- 
mended to Men than by thefe Two 
Titles. They do not love Precepts 
that point direftly to them. Too 
proud to be inftru$ed by tliofe Philo- 
fopher* who feem to command what 
they teach* they $re willing one fhould 
inftrutt them with Humility, .and they 
would not Jbe corre&ed at all, if they 
,th0uigln that to : : fyffer Corr^ion in>- 
piy?d Obedienjce : Tbo' otherwise the 

ind 
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Mind has a certain, A&ivity whfcli 
muft^be fatisfied. It loves to fee a. 
great many Things at dnce, and to 
dirt inguifh between the Relations they 
have to each other ; it plcafes it ftlf'm 
this ready Penetration, which knowi 
how to difcover more than was rcpre> 
fen ted at firft View ; and thus by peii 
ceiving what was hidden under a Veil;, 
it fancies in fome man nei? to have, as 
it were, formed and created #hat r wafc 
thus concealed, from it. 

The Life we have of ^E?op partes 
for fabulous, but for all that it is a 
good Fable in at) Refpecls, and ad* 
mlrabfy proves what 1 have been adr 
vancing, • ■<;■■/ •» 

Tt will be* ever looked upon to he 
the Efft&s of afoappy Bancy and Ima- 
gination, in nhaking the Inventer of 
Fable a Slave, /and nis Mafter a Fht- 
lofopher* The..Slave...WAS.to^aj3Age 
the Matter's Pride ; he dared not.fpfak 
to him of fome certain Truths but with 
Precaution ; and the good jEsop had 
no other way to joyn Sincerity with 
his Defign, and the Refpeft he owed 
• C 2 his 



his Mafter,, but by Apologue and 
Fable. 

On the other. Hand, his Mafter 
would not have aSed like a Man, had 
he looked no farther thwirthe Surface; 
lie was. from the F idiom pf his Slave 
to cxtraft thofe Inftru&iens he had fo 
itigenibufly covered. He was to be 
pleated with the refpeQiul Artifice of 
JEsop, and forgiye him .: the ; Leflbn 
for the fete«of his Addrefs and Ge- 
nius. 

By this may plainly' be. fepn what 
weRibulifts *> and our Readers, are 
in Relation to each other* We are the 
•Slaves, ; who are, willing, to taftru^t 
them without making them Angry ; 
tfceyaore ouriicfrdligent Mifters, who

Its. very feuence is fymboKcal, 
ana confequently is to fignify ibme- 
what more than wha^it laterally im- 
ports. 

r f his Troth ought to be moft cum^ 
irronly a moral one ; that' is, ufeful 
and fubfervient to the ConduS of Hu- 
man Life. Fable is nothing eHe but 
Philofophy in' Difguffe, which only 
makes it fclf Gay and Airy that it 
may inftruft, and in reality, always 
fo much the more is inftru&ive, the 
more it is diverting and amufing. 

A Traiti of Fi&ions conceived and 
i^nged in fuch a Light,' would com* 
'pofe aTreatife of 'Morality Aora pre- 
ferrable, perhaps, than a Difcoarfc 
the mo(V methodical and dire^ The 

De- 
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Definition of Virtues and Vices k no- 
thing more than a plain and fimpfe 
Speculation which no way moves the 
Paffions. We only dryly learn, that 
Eiberality, for Example, keeps the 
middle Rank between Prodigality and 
Avarice, iand we ardently imagine 
our feives Philosophers, becaufe we 
know how to define Good and Evil. 

Now Fable does not encumber it 
felfwith this dogmatical Recin Lie; but - 
so paintmgj Vice and Virtue In their 
true and natural Colours, infpires in 
lis an A rerfion for the <one, and a ti In- 
dictation for the other, and makes us 
be ienfible of our Duties, which un- 
doubtedly is ^ver the beft manner of 
knowing them. 

Sotrtitts had likewife a Defign to 
prefciit thfei Wbdd with a* Courfe^ of 
Morality,* enlivened with gay Exam- 
pies, which were fo many Precepts; 
the Beauties of which fupported (if I 
may fay fo) their Solidity. And rbii 
I^efigniwas well worthy a PMt)foti1xf % % - 
which wa^calted ih&M&l'mfi of the 
Thoughts.Qf others. For aiy Part, I 

Ihould 



fiboutd very willingly give the fame 
Name to Fable, which is indeed the 
Midwife of out Sentiments and Re- 
fle&ions, fince by thofe ingenious Ima- 
ges it prefents us with, it expands in us 
that feminal Mafs of Right and Juftice 
which Nature has fown in . us, and 
which we too often flifle by our Pafli^ 
on$. ' v 

A Fa bu lift fhouW difdain thofe tri- 
fling Truths which efcape not the Viri- 
gar and the rnoft Stupid, It would be 
a Thiag very ridiculous indeed, to in* 
vent a Fable to prove that we are aU 
mortal : But it would be a very fenfi- 
ble one that fhould tell us, that Death 
is aljnoft always fudden, and unpro- 
vided to Perfonsof all Ages whatsoever; 
And the Old Man that lived a Hun- 
dred Years, and complained that Death 
fei&ed hira unawares, is to us a feafon- 
able Memento, and tells us how impru- 
dent we always a&, as if we were nc- 
Vjer to fubmit to it. > ' ■ . 

I might ttngp among ft thefe trifling 
Truths thofe which have been dreft up 
in Fable, were they not happily repre- 

fented 
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tented under beautiful Images; it is 
true, this might be a Reafcn to touch 
them over again, and place them in 
their true Light ; as for others, they 

by no means deferve our ConfidefSr 
tion. 

But there is no middle Road for an 
Author to travel in, he muft either in- 
vent or improve : For to what Purpofe 
would it be under the vain Pretence 
of fome fmall Differences, to fay over 
again what others have fa id before. 

Thofe Heaps of Writings which on- 
ly multiply Words, and not Things, 
are a Shame and Reproach to Learn- 
ings and the Publick will always pay 
with as juft Contempt thofe empty 
Authors, who only rob them of their 
Time under the falfe and .chimerical 
Notion of fomething entirely new.

JFT ER'one has made choice 

y of a Truth, it is bectflary to 

^ cover it over with Allegory, 

^ and that toitsutmoft Rigour, 

which fliould by no means be dilplay- 

ed either at the end or beginning of the 

Fable. 

It is the>-very Bufinefs of Fable to 

beget Truth in the Mind'of thofe who 

hear it; without this, InftrucHon would 

be 
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be dhreQ: ancj open, contrary to the ve- 
ry Intention of Allegory, which is to 
veil ?nd cover it. For Exajnple, when 
uEsop told the People (who w^re re* 
joycing at; the Wedding of a Tyrant) 
the Fable of the Frogs, that were 
ftruck with the utmofl: Confterpation 
when they heard that the Sun was go- 
ing to be married*; if one Sun, faicf 
they, fcorchcs us fo mupb now, how 
jhall we be able to, fuffer the Heat of 
Ten or a Dozen Suns, his Children r 
This was without more ado, at once, 
to make t^he People fenfible of the wife 
Judgment of the Frogs, and to cprre£t 
a ridiculous Joy, founded on an Event 
which rather fhould have alarmed 
them with Apprehenfions moft fright- 
ful and amazing: But as for lis who 
propofe our Fables to Men of all Ranks 
and Conditions,' we mud make ufeof 
them after 4 auitedifferent^manner,. 

For as we nave to do with all Sorts 
of Readers, we might be too high for 
fome, whilftweare top plain for 
qtjiersj and of CoqfequenQe miift fintf 

itj a Th[^^^o0i6le to , proportion

one's felf all at once to every Body. 
We (ball therefore a& the moft jtift Part 
in marking out the Fruits and Produc- 
tions of Fable, and that enough too 
for thofe who are left penetrating, tho* 
at the Danger of doing too much for 
thole who are more, and who for that 
yety Reafon will pardon fuch Super- 
fluity. 

But otherwife, as our Readers, for 
the generality, are not in tfieCircurn- 
flances pointed out by the Fables they 
read, their Intereft does not fufficfent- 
ly awaken their Attention, they are 
not enough determined to make an Am- 
plication of the Image to thetnfelves, 
and therefore there is undoubtedly a 
Neceflity, by a clear and diftintt Re- 
flexion, to fupply that which* had 
efc^ped rherri by their Indifference. 
' Ailthis, Ithiflk, more than enough 
prbves, That* the Moral fs much bet- 
ter placed at the end than at the begin- 
ning of the Fable. If you put itiat the 
Frofct^ you rayiffi from your' Readefs 
the Pleafure of tb£ Aflegory •• I can in 
that Gfcfei onlyjtitfge of its Juftice, btkt 

can 
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caa by no mean* have the honour of 
penetrating its Sen% and. I am vexed 
that you did not imagine I had Capa- 
city to do (o. 

But on the contrary,, if you refer ve 
it for the Clofe, my Mind through the 
whole Fable has all the Exercife and 
Employment it is capable of, and I 
am pleafed at the End of it to meet 
you where I (hall think my felf obliged, 
to you in making me apprehend bet- 
ter than I thought I could. 

LaF4pktmk£ begins the Fable of 
the Husbandman,, the Lark and he*' 
young; ones r with this Proverb, Mind 
no < Ikdies *Bufw$fs hut your own.: 'this. 
* Maxim- was what JEso? denned ta 
prove by this very Fable: Now after 
this Preparation, when the young Ones 
told their Dam, That the Husband- 
man had given Order to his Son to get 
their Friendfcet? Relations to cut down 
all the Corn next Day* I fee before 
hand, without any difficulty, what 
Anfwer the Lark will make to her 
young ; and the Preliminary Maxim' 
nas already advertifed me, That nei- 

D ther 
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ther the Friends nor Relations of the 
Husbandman will come ; . whereas, 
had he referred it to the opening of 
the Fable, I fhould have hacf till then 
the pleating Amufement of Sufpenfion, 
or what is more agreeable, the Merit 
qf forefeeing what muft happen. The 
Wit of Man is jealous of ail the Proofs 
it may give it felf of its Penetration, 
and it cannot, without feme Uneafi- 
nefs, fee it felf deprived of fuch Occa- 
fions that may do it Honour. The 
grand Art is to manage it as much as 
poffible, and then we miy depend on 
its grateful Acknowledgments ; it wifl 
efteem us fprightly and ingenious pro- 
portionably as it receives from us an 
Opportunity of being fo it felf.

I cannot hinder my felf, at the FerR 
of a Digreffion, from making one ge- 
neral Reflexion on this Subjeft. 

It is the Nature of our Miftd to ex- 
pe& we Ihould find out Rules ; and 
thefe were riot the Effett of Caprice or 
Chance, but were ftunded at firft on 
the Experience of what had pleafed, 
in ixpeQing one fhoiikl dflcover wiy 
the Thirds wTiuft had pleaded \tho\id 
do fo ; a Difcovery which confirms and 
eftablifbes Jlules with tnuch. greater 
Certainty thin Experience ; for Expe* 
ffcnce is faulty and ttefedkc, aaid 4* 
one does not fuflfciently feparate fuch 
particular Circtmtftaoces.waich ha«$ 
*U Influence on the principal EffeQv 
we are for that Rcaton too frrbjeQ tp 
be deceived in Relation to the Caufe, 
whether it fce that we do not entirely 
comnrehexid jit, or not prizing it ac- 
cording to its Value, or often talcing 
one for another ; whereas, the general 
fleafon of the Agreement of Things,

Does' this 

Idea well agree with the Fright of the 

Traveller ? I believe thofe who tack'd 

the Moral to this Fable, were not well 

pleafed either with it or the Inventor,; 

who gave them fb much trouble to 

find out his Senfe, iand which has indu* 

ced them, for want of a better, to give 

a Moral fo ill reprefented by tbar 

Image.

themfelves att>ne certain Point of the 
Sight. Two Pidgeons lovedone a no- 
sier like Brothers. One had a mind 
to travel, contrary to the Inclination 
and Advice of the other ; he really did 
fo> he met with a Thoufand Dangers 
oh the Road; the folitary Pidgeon, 
tho* at home, fuflfered all the Danger 
he was afraid his dear Friend might un- 
dergo. At laft our Traveller returns, 
after having efcaped Death Twenty 
Times at lea ft, and now behold both 
our Pidgeons entirely happy. ' : z * 

Now I cannot tell which is predo- 
minant in this Image, either the Dan- 
ger of the Voyage, or the Reftleflnefs 
occafioned by a Friend's Abfence, or 
the Pleasure of his Return after fp long 
and tedious a Separation, and I re* 
main unfettled in the mid ft of fiich a« 
bundance of Ideas which I cannot re- 
duce into one. If, on the contrary, 
the travelling Pidgeon had met with 
ho Dangers, but foolifh and infipid 
Pleafures at that diftance from his 
Friend, and that he returned to him 
only through the anxious Dcfire he had 

to 
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to fee him, all would have terminated 
in this one Idea, That the Frefenoe of 
a Friend is the fweetcft, aqd moft der 
fightftil Pleafure in the World. 

An Image offends againft Nature, 
when it wars no Conformity with 
the Ideas we have of Things. The 
Lion was travelling in Company with 
the Heifer, the Go^r, and the Sheep. 
They agreed to divide the Booty a- 
mongft themfelves. They took a Harr f 
which the Lion divided in four Parts, 
and 'of which he took three Parts on the 
different Prerogatives he alledged, and 
threat ned him who fliould tJare to 
touch the Fourth. This Society is not 
natural. The Lion made an ill Choice 
of his Fellow Hunters. His three Com- 
panions could not be any wife fervice- 
able to him, and they were of too fear- 
ful a Nature to join themfelves with 
a Hunter, whofe Prey they themfelves 
were. 

But the following Image is yet much 
more faulty. A Lion falls fn Love 
with a young Woitoan, he defires her in 
Carriage, and to obtain her, confems, 

his 
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his Paws fhould be pared, tad his 
Teeth pulled out; an Imprudence 
which coft him his Life. TJieSupjpo 
(ition of this Amour is fo much the more 
ridiculous, becaufe the Inventor lay 
under no manner of neceflity of making 
it; for it is certain, that Neceflity 
might juftify in fome fort, a rafh At- 
tempt, but nere in this Cafe, far from 
being reduced to a Neceflity of feigning 
fo abfurd a Prodigy to point out the 
Folly and Imprudence of Lovers, he 
might have made Choice of a Thou- 
fand other Symbols that would as well 
have reprefented fiich Truth without 
contradifting of Nature. Nature will 
ever furniCh us with a fufBcient Num- 
ber of juft Allegories for the different 
Occafions of Morality, without being 
obliged to do her any Violence on that 
Account; and Art confifts in meafu- 
ring its Fid ions with Wit and Inge* 
nuity. 

I (hall now, on the contrary, pro- 
pofe an Image which fully Satisfies 
thefe three Conditions which I believe 
are abfolutely neccflary.

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A young Moafe tikes hk jjoa^ie of 
^his Mother to travel, and fee the WorKI. 
He does not go very fair before a fad* 
den Fright makes him return home. 
He tells his Morher, That he had met 
a Creature wbofe threat ning Air had 
ahnoft frightned him out of his Wits, 
and hindred him from becoming arc- 
-quainted with another between whom 
and the Mice there feeraed to fbe a 
tfhrong fi(ympatby. 

After this ^iSurje which he drew 
of the Cook and Cat, Jiis Mother diC- 
abufes him, and lots him know, That 
the Creature which barf Urucfc 'him 
twich fuch pa nick Fear would nercr 
do any hart toanyMouffcalhre, wherti- 
*s, /that other whidh -'he<\ita$ fo imudh 
delighted with, was their inveterate 
-and irreconcilea We Enemy. 

This Image is juft ; for what eHc 
an it fignify but that one muft not , 
judge People by their outfnte ? it has 
Unity, for all the Circumftances are 
fubordinate to the feife Judgment of 
the young Moufe. It k natural ; the 
Characters of every Animal being ex- 

a&ly 
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a£Hy drawn. In fliort, it is in all re- 
.fpe£ts the Model of a true Fable, and 
its very Simplicity gives it new Merit 
and Advantage. 

I have hinted abov^ That it. was 
fufficient that an Image was founded 
on Opinion; and I muft here add r that k 
muft be on fu^ Opinions as have been 
received. The Fabulous fn this Re* 
fpcflt has all the Advantages of Truth. 
A Fabulift will be never reproached 
with the melodious Airs of the dying 
•Swan, . provided ~ he knows how to 
make a good Ufe of them. There is 
to body believes the FaQ:, but every 
body knows it was once believed ; and 
it is another Spedw of Fa& which 
pleafes the Learned ; as long' as in rela* 
tiontothem, and others, thecelebra* 
ted Reputation of fuch Opinion fup- 
plies the Place of Reality, and acquires 
it felf all the Privileges of the Truth of 
Symbol', and pure Comparison; 
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tf relation to the A&ors of 
Fable, it is certain, Ani- 
mals at firft prefent them- 
felves to our View : They 
even appear to fome People to be the 5 
only Perfonages effehtial to it, or at 
lead fufficiently qualified for it, and 
the only Word, Fable, awakens in 
them the Idea of, Animals endowed 

with' Speech.

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It is true, Animals are very good 
Aftors In thia kind of Allegory ; they 

a& in a Species lb near our own, 
tbat to make them like us would re- 
quire fcarce any Thing elfe but to far- 
nilh them witfr the Power of Talking. 
Every Thing they do carries with it 
fuch an Air of Underftandfng, that it 
lias in all Times been judged that they 
Had Knowledge. Nothing But bold 
intrepid Cartefiamfm could make it a» 
Matter of Difpute ; but it is, perhaps, 
a depraved Way of 1 Reafoning that 
coulcVd^re to make them meer, Ma- 
chine% or piecte oCGlock Work, j-*

is a Neceffity for it, the Spring may 
complain again ft its Stream ; the File 
laugh at the Serpent; the Earthen 
and Iron Pot difcourfe with each

I HE M ah "Author has once 
I imagined his Fable, has 
| forniflied himfelf with h» 
| Truth, his Images and his 
AGors, he has then no- 
thing more to do "but in' its Execution 
to beftow upon it all the Graces it is 
capable of, and to enrich and embellifh 
it with all the Particulars and Senti- 
ments the foundation can bear: For 
there 
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there is £ot any Foundation ^bqt^ may 
be ruined in the Hands of thofe whfr 
do not underftand how to manage it, 
or negle£t to give it its beft and moll 
advantagious Figure. 

The fame Juftice which Neceflitv 
required fliould prefide over the princi- 
pal Invention, muft with a curjQus At- 
tention rake an uncommon .Care (p 
range every Part in proper Order, that 
the whole may become entirely new^ 
in that Meafure and Proportion w£ 
would render it. It is not enough 
that every Part be in its place, it muft 
be with that Proportion and Beauty as 
are agreeable td it, in relation to the 
whole ; and nothing elfe but this con- 
tinued Care of Particulars can give 
any Work a conftant Merit and Repu- 
tation ; or, if one may ufe the Ex- 
predion, an ever blooming Beauty. 

The predominant Thought borrows 
almoft always its Effe& from the ac- 
ceffary Thoughts which accompany 
it, and will altogether compofe that 
fine Set of Furniture which we call, 
Force, Beauty, Elegancy, and which

' The Tatnitiaf' \s : the general Tone, 
Stile, or Language of Fable. As Ani- 
mals were the firft A&ors, it was be- 
lieved they had fufficient Education 
for that Employ, by having beftpwed 
on $hef& our Language tho* the moft 
Ordinary j and People thought them- 
ftlves obliged to make them (peak as 
fimply as they a&ed. When other Per- 
sons accidentally came in, the manner of 
Speech was already taken; People were 
billing to keep it up, and even the 
Gods thernfelves, in iprght of their 
Majcfty, where forced to follow in 
this Cafe the general Rule. 

And in reality there was a great 
deal of Reafon for maintaining Fable 
after this manner. The familiar Stile 
is much more proper for Infinuation 
than the elevated : The latter is the 
Language of Meditation and Study, 
the former the natural Language jDf the 
Thoughts. We ftand upon our Guard 
agaiaft the one ; we never think of de* 

ftndiog

fending our felves againft the other ; 
and f aftru&ion will always exercife her 
Power on us with fo much the morb 
-Certainty the lefs jealous flic appears. 
A compofed and formal Garb and Air 
does greater Prejudice than Service to 
her Regal Government and Authority. 

But this familiar Language required 
in Fable does by no means exclude its 
proper Elegance,, and notwitbftandiag 
the eafy Air which gives it its Cha- 
racter, its Beauties are perhaps more 
difficult to find out than thofe of the 
elevated : This by a great deal is not 
fo liable to offend as the other. 

We perceive Things much better in 
a Language remote from the vulgar 
Language, than we do in it, if one 
has made a happy Choice for the Oc- 
cafion one ufes it in ; and yet it is on 
this happy Choice all the Charms of 
the Familiar likewife depend. Elevated 
Expreflions impofe upon and feduce us^ 
tho they a re not the beft chofen, where* 
as the Familiar cannot gain any Re* 
fpe<9; but through Jufticeand a happy 
Application.

Let therefore the Author of Fables 
be very attentive to the Choice of his 
Expreffions and his Turns ; that un- 
der the pretence of Familiarity lie ne- 
arer fuffer any Thing carelefs or in- 
fipid; let him propofe to himfelf 
through the whole a plain and fimple 
Elegance, and let him work after that 
manner as if what he fays might feem 
to have coft him nothing. 
. And thus the familiar Stile of Fa- 
ble has different Degrees, according 
to the Subje&s it treats of, and the Per- 
ions it employs. It may even happen 
that the Subjeflfc may abfolutely refill 
fuch Stile, and in that Cafe one rnuft 
be a little Rich and Magnificent in 
Kxpreflfion : For after all, every Thing 
-muft be decided by Convenience and 
Agreeabknefs, to which Art, as to their 
proper Judges, fubmits her Rules. 

Together with this conftant Choice 
of an ingenious familiar Stile, let us 
carefully endeavour to animate and en- 
liven our Tales with what is moft mer- 
ry and agreeable, and to find out the 
Art of engaging the Mind J© the loweft 

Ob- 
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Ob je£h, not by rich and (lately Orna- 
ments, but only by pleafant and aura* 
fing Reprefentations. 

One Species of the merry Stile in 
Fable, is to transfer to Animals thofe 
extrinsical Denominations we mate 
ufe of one to another, as Goffip 
Crow, Goodwife Hawk, his* roaring 
Ma jefty, ifc. this playing with Words 
finely managed k very fertile and ex* 
tenfive. 

- And ^s I apply to Animds theft Hti* 
man Denominations, fc m Hte iflaifr 
ner do I give them aH that belongs 
thereto; Tneir Species is a Comnton- 
wealth, an Affembly of many, a Diet, 
a Convention, a Senate, having (heir 
different Inftin&s, Regulation*, Lkws. 
Dssrees. An ingenious Mafquerade 
which does not tend to conceal the til 
from our knowledge, but only in 
thdn, the better to represent and flievr 
tis to our felves, and which pre&nts 
all at once to the Imagination, both 
the Animal and the Man played Un- 
der the fame C ha rafter.

Another Species of the Merry is 
fometimes to apply the greateft Com- 
parifons to the fmalleft Things. Be* 
fides, that kind of Burlefque, or Tra- 
veftie, under which may be couched 
the fret ended Sublime, there is yet a 
certain kind of philofophical Gaiety in 
reproaching that which we moft ad- 
mire with that which appears the 
moft contemptible ; and in making us 
perceive at one View the ftrt&eft Ana* 
logy between the Utt le atKithe Great.

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The Author Teems to look on thefe 
two Events with the fame Eye ; I fee, 
with him, the effential • Parity of the 
two Fa&s; and If laugh at the falfe 
Grandeur I before applied to one of 
them. 

Many Occafions of the agreeable 
Stile will likewife offer themfelves ; 
and Defcriptions Specially are its or- 
dinary Employ. One fhould never be 
wanting to tnrowout thefe in Fables 
as much as the SubjeQ: can allow of 
them, but always with this Caution^ 
not to let oneV felf be fo much carried 
away with the pleafure of defcribirig, 
as to make the Defcription run into a 
^erfed Digreflion. That which is the 
iineft of this kind is, when the De* 
fcription is the very Faft it felf, as in 
the Fables of the Bramble and the 
Oak, and that of "Boreas and the 
Sun. 

But it is not enough to make ufe of 
the common and reigning Defcriptions 
which lefs able Authors have been no 
Strangers to ; a Genius ought to have 
recourfe to others which he may inter* 

fperfe 
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fperfethrowgh the whole; he may, as ] 
be §©et jalong^ paurtray every Thing 
that offtrs' ft] fdl£ tohm^, and wry fre- 
quently one fihgle Bpifchtt well qhofen 
is a fhort Description, the Beauties of 
which are fo much the more lively and 
engaging: the left they are attended ; 
and. which without delay itig us in, the 
leaftv keeps ,ds (if I may fay fo) Com- 
pany in the A&ion we are willing to 
follow. 

If I havenot confounded the Merry 
with the Agree abk, which very often 
are takdn one for the other, it is be- 
cause (as I think) one fhould make 
fome difference between them : The 
Merry receives its Chara&er by its 
Oppofition to the ferious and forrvw- 
fkl\ whereas, the Agreeable oppofes it 
idf to that which is di {agreeable and 
Shocking. ^ 

Reflexions are likewife very great 
Ornaments to Fable ; but they ought 
by ho means to take an imperious Tone, 
•but be as natural in their Exprefiions, 
as brought in naturally by the §ubjc&.

This Reflexion, for it is one, tho' it 
be not d if played at its full length, and 
the Author only made it in telling us 
we fhould make it one ; this Reflexion, 
I fay, pleafes by its natural Turn, 
for far # from being forced, entirely 
ingenious as it is, it almpft neceffarily 
arifes but of the Fa£t j and thofe Two 
Conditions the Girl required, prefent 
o£ theinfel vep ta ones Mind the Oppo- 
pofttioft ihpy bp*i to wh other. 

£ Add 
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Add to this, that fuch rapid Re- 
flexions, refembling (if I may dare to 
(peak poetically) thole Nymphs who 
ran over the Ears of Corn 
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bending of them, gives no Torture in 
the Narration; and one might fay, 
that inftead of being interrupted there- 
by, it rather becomes more eafy and 
lively ; thefe kinds of Touches throw 
Sente and Solidity into a Fable ; and 
without doing any manner of Preju- 
dice or Injury to the whole and effen- 
tial Truth, difplay other fupernume- 
rary Truths which the Reader is very 
well pleafed to gather up by the way ; 
an Acquifition fo much the more agree- 
able the lefs it was expe&ed 

I would wifh an Author of Fable no 
more, unlefs it be this, viz. That he 
be faithful to his Sentiment, and point 
it out with that Plainnefs and Simpli- 
city that gives it its Chara&er. For I 
dare make a Diftioftion between the 
Natural and the Simple. The Natural 
includes an Idea more undeterminate, 
and in general is oppofite to what is 
forced »od far fetched ; whereas the 

Sim- 
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Simple is peculiar to Reflexion, and 
belongs only to Sentiment. 
. The Sublime, according to this 
Idea, may be fimple. The Anfwer 
of old Horatius to the Queftion jput to 
him in relation to the Conduft "of his 
Son ; What would you have had him 
done again ft Three ? Have died. This 
Anfwer, I fay, is fimple, for it is a 
plain down-right naked Expreffion of 
the Sentiment of that Roman who 
referred the Death of his Son to 
ihame and Ignominy. He does aot 
precifely anfwer what was asked him ; 
he only fpoke what he thought. 

But in the following Verfe, Re- 
flexion' fucceeds Simplicity. 

Ou fun lean dcfejfoir alms Ufecourit, 

Or that a fine Defpair then gave him 
Aid. 

In thefe Words he reafons, in the 
former he only gives his Sentiment. 

The Occa lions of the Sim pie are 
perhaps moft frequent in Fable, and 

F 2 one 
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one of the chief Encomiums of La 
Fontaine is, that he never wanted 
them. 

In the Fable of the Milk Pot, the i 
Difcourfe_ he puts into the Mouth of 
the Mitk Maid, is a Matter Piece of ' 
Plainnefs and Simplicity, and is the 
more Angularly and remarkably fo, 
becaufe under the Appearance of the 
molt common way of Reaibning, the 
Sentiments ihew themfelves with all 
their Force and Energy, or to fpeak 
better, in all its Luxunancy. 
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IMITATION. 



S to what remains, it i* 
moft certain, that it is not 
by a too clofe and fervile 
Imitation of a Writer one 
(hall be able to arrive to 
the Pcrftftion of Orderly ranging 
thefe Beauties. One mull only be 
careful to imitate Nature ; an Imitati- 
on which only makes Originals, but 
is auite different from. that which 
molt Authors lay upon themfelves. 
When an Author is refolved to write 
on anySubjeft, he ftudies thofe who< 
have excelled therein, and that which 

Fj h« 
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he unhappily calls iludy ing, is oothine 
but obferving, and 'ira printing irjr fix 
Memory, their Phrafes, their Exprefr 
fions, and their Turns ; this is to give 
a Stile an Attention purely grammati- 
cal, without con fide ring that this Stile 
h a certain Choice, and a certain Or* 
der of Ideas, a neceffary Confequence 
of the manner in which the Writer 
perceived and thought of Things. 

He would have done much better to 
bave thought on the Cha rafter of the 
Mind that produced this Choice, and 
this Ranging of Words, than on the 
very Choice and Ranging of them, 
which offer'd themfelves, on the like 
Qccafions, to any one who thought as 
the Author did, who makes ufc of 

them. 

A good Tafte is not acquired by' 
thefe fervile Remarks, and mere 
Trifles, it muft be formed by reading 
the beft Writers, as Politenefs is 
learn'd by converting with Perfons of 
Rank and Quality. No body in this 
Cafe propofes precifely to imitate the 
Carriage of any particular Perfon^ 

thofe 
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thofe wbo have done fa never- art- toed 
at any Thing" but a ridicutotfe • and 
clownifh Affc&ation: But by th4 
Pbrce of beholding with SatisfiQibn 
and Pleafure with what nice Behaviour 
and Deportment polite and well bred 
Men approach each other, one may 
arrive at that general Politenefs, which 
is nothinfg but a quick and ready-Senti- 
ment of Civilities, and which every 
one differently makes ufe of, according 
to his Humour and perfonal Chara- 
cter. 

There is nothing more dangerou^ 
than todefire to be what one is norland 
it very often happens, that in fuch z 
Cafe a Man is neither he that he would 
be, nor himfelf. He ftrips himfelf of 
his proper Chara&er, which "being ju- 
diciously managed, might, perhaps 
have had its Beauties, and he does not 
know how to put on the ftrange Cha- 
racter which be has looked upon, and 
is not made for him, - r 

My Sentiment then is this, That 
when any one defires to write in any 

kkd, he muft fona to himfelf a juft 



Ides of the different Beauties it neccf- 
iarily requires, to habituate himfelf to 
think on them, and be perfe&ly ac- 
quainted with them, to exercite the 
Bent or Inclination of his Genius there- 
to, and then without any View of par- 
ticular Imitation let himfelf be drawn 
on to his Sobjeft ; in a Word, to write 
copioufly with good Tafte and Thought 
without captivating his Genius to any 
body. 

This in general is what I have faid 
relating to Fable. I could defcend to 
be more particular, but it is fit to leave 
the Reader fomewhat to do ; to mafce 
this Treatife a complete one mud be 
owing to his Reflexion. 

It only remains now, that 1 fpeak 
fortieth ing of the moft celebrated 
Writers of Fables (Fabulifts) and I 
{hall begin with the Inventor of it. 
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SO? Is inPoffefflcmof this 
Title, and without examin- 
ing whether there were 
others before him, it is fuffi* 
, that he made of this Art 
a very ingenious Ufe, mfomuch, that 
he had the good Fof tune to ftave everj? 
Thing of his Predeceflbrs forgot, and 
that the beft Things that ever were 
penned in this kind go under his Namei 
Thofe who have tranfmtt*ed doira 
to us his Life, are plea fed to exaggei 
rate the Form of his Body. We learri 
the Spirit of Fable from what thefe 

Authors have written of him ; and 

per- 
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perhaps they have given him fuch a 
monftrous Body, only to make him, 
with the Beauty of his Wit,, and the 
Uprightnefs of his Heart r the greatcft 
Contrafte in the Worldl 

To follow the Idfca which h,is Works 
give us, it is certain that he compofed 
nis Fables according as,thofe Occafions 
offered. He was an allegorical Ccn- 
for, who prefenting to every one his 
proper Image, gave him an Opportu- 
nity of thinking what the other did 
not exprefly fay. Concent to enclofe 
the Leflbn in the Image, he left his 
Audience the Pleafure of finding it 
out. 

He ftudied , io all Appearance; in 
Animals, that which every one of 
them had peculiar to themfelve% that 
be might form as many Symbols as he 
afterwards employed according to the 
Circumftances of Things. 

He is fo true and faithful to Nature 
in moft of his Fables, that I dare not 
immite to him thofe that are forced 
and extravagant* Thefe are perhaps 
fomc ill Prefents which fome have 

made 
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made him out of a defign of doing 
him Honour ; but thefe liberal Perfons 
did not refle£fc that they impoverifhed 
him out of a defire of making him rich- 
er than he was. 

He is, through all his Works, Precife 
to an excefs, ever negle&ing the Occa- 
sions of Defcription, running rather 
than walking to the Fad, and know- 
ing no middle between the Nzceftaty 
and theUfeful. In a Word, I fee in 
jEsop a Philofopher who ftoops him- 
felf down that he may be within the 
Reach and Com pre hen fi on of the mod 
Plain and Simple* and taking Things 
on their right fide, I fee in him a mo- 
deft Genius, who did not make his In* 
ventions with a defign to give them 
EmbeUilhment and Decoration. 
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P U MB RUS. 



%Hj£ t DRUS was a Slave 
I as well as J&sop. He was 
g- made Free before him, bu* 
i be had the Advantage of 
Education, which Msov wanted He 
had great Care taken of him in his 
Youth, whereas Msop, to aO Appear- 
ance, had no Mafter but his own good 
Genius. In ^sop the Tafte of Fable 
was a Gift of Nature, in Phsdrus it 
was the Fruit of an Emulation of Ho- 
nour. Phtedrus would be the jEsop 
of the Latin?, as Virgil would be 
the Homer, Terence the Menan- 
der, and Horace the Pindar.

Being uneafy at the Reception his 
Works* merwith, lie complains of the 
Injuftieejof Bsvyv 2nd marks out him- 
fcif What Portion of Reputation was 
has/ due/ Some pretended to afperfe 
htm, by laying he did nothing elte but 
copy .AUop; upon which he azures 
•them that he invented more than he 
tookj Others accrued him of having

en ; and if at any Time malicious Cri- 
iicifm lays any Obftacle to his Repo* 
tation, he fortifies himfelfwith a ftoical 
Patience, waiting the return of Peo» 
plesPraifes, of which he teems not to 
-make any manner of doubt. 

^Prejudice in favour of the Ancients 
is very antient it felf. Of this there 
were timely Complaints , and Phje- 
drus tells us it prevailed in his Time. 
The Sculptors ufed to put the Names 
of Praxiteles and Phidias tp their 
Statues, to make their Works -valuable, 
which would not have been fo good, 
iiad they not been thought to be the 
Labour of thefe great Matters, 

He makes ufe, he fays, of the fame 
Stratagem, to put the Jealoufy of thole 
of his Time to a lofs, and he fupport- 
ed with the Name of jEsop feverai 
Things which were never borrowed 
from him, on purpofe to draw from 
them that Refpett of which antient 
Names had been long in Pofleffion, 
But it is very (hameful for us to give 
into thofe Notions, and that our 
Judgments be determined by Things 
fo mean and trivial ?%£» 



Pktedrus does not make his Fables 
of much extent, but take him altoge- 
ther, he is prolix in comparifon of 
iEsop. His Brevity is however very 
florid. He paints them out with fuit- 
able Epithets, and his clofe Deferipti- 
ons very often are compriz'd in one 
Word ; nor does he omit to embellifti 
his Works with fuch Beauties that were 
entirely unknown to the Inventor; 
Beauties however neceflary to Fable, 
the end of which is Inftru&ion. 

One reads over indeed a dry All ego 
ry which is void of Drefs and Orna- 
ment, but one thinks of it no more, 
and the Inftru&ion it contains quick* 
ly efcapes: Whereas particular Beaut 
ties often pall it back to the Reader's 
Remembrance, and the Ipipreilion of 
its Foundation 1 renews it felf every 
Time it is pep u fed. , 

Phtedrus was not t afraid wkl^Jjtj 
Fables to interweave a Hiftory of his 
Time. He^fenew vcny W$W that Fa- 
ble did not jtotibft abfch&ely in Fi&i- 
on, but in a Golle&idri of Circumftan- 
ces which concurred foge^fier to make 

G 2 one 
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one Truth underftood. The Hitibry 
it felf then became an AHegofy^ $e<v 
pie did not take it for a real Fad:,tiut 
only as an Image, and as the Occafioa 
of an important Reflexion. 

I can only reproach Pim&i&s far 
having put the Moral at the begin- 
ning of his Fables, and (biflwimes one 
that is too remote, and which does not 
diftinftly arife from the- Allegory. 

Let us, however, do him the te- 
ftice he deferves. He fet off* ^t* A 
great deal of Art the Sfaplieky' of 
JEsop. He engages with a : pleafaat 
and delightful Elegance, Which be al- 
ways contains within the Bounds of 
Subjeft. But according te the
